Unemploytd wagt-carn<r» d«- 
atre employment. 

Bad roads are a public nuiianca. 
They also involve a tremendous econ> 
omic loss to (he nation. 
Unemployment ii. great curse 
up^>n (he proletariat. It turns 
eilicient workers into tramps, thrifty 
people into beggars, high spirited 
humans into criminals and poor girls 
into prostitutes. 

Some Jntereating Pacta 
Not less than $250,000,000 is the 
useless tribute annually levied upon 
the people of the United States by its 
bad roads. 

That is the «ia!emcn! made by Mr 
Logan Waller Page, director of the 
United States nfhee of Public Roads. 

In 1006 the Bureau of Statistics as¬ 
certained from their 2,800 connty 
correspondents that (he average cost 
c>f hauling prtHluce over our country 
ro.^ds was twenty-three cents per ton 
per mile. 

In France. England and Germany 
the cost of hauling is reported by our 
consuls to be about lo cents per ton 
per mile. 

In these countries the roads arej 
stone-surfaced and kept in good re-1 
pair. Here m .America the road* arc 
pnorlv made* and shamefully neg¬ 
lected 

• That acconntf for the difference in 
the cost of h.iiiling in Europe and the 
I’nited States. A team of horses, 
'Struggling along a mud road in the 


j endeavor to draw half a lead, affords 
a striking object lesson compared to 
a team* drawing a heavily loaded 
wagon at a comfortable trot along a 
stone«fur{ace road. 

Good roads are a tremendous boom 
lo the farmers. They mean an im¬ 
mense saving in time and ltboi\ They 
make travelling along the public ht^- 
ways pleasant. They extend the zone 
in which perishable country produce 
can be marketed. They increase the 
value of farm lands from two to nine 
dollars an acre. 

How is it then that greater pro¬ 
gress has not been made m road¬ 
building? The roads are needed* 
labor is plentiful and the right ma¬ 
terials can be had in any quantity. 

The answer is tw'dold. In the first 
place, the farmers arc too poor; in, 
the second place, capitalist govern- 
meots ^ght shy of creating a scarcity 
of labor by pushing public works be¬ 
yond a certain point. 

A scarcity of labor, you know, 
would eirable the workers lo com¬ 
mand higher wages, shorter hour*, 
better wrorkshop conditions. But the»>r 
things are inimical to profit, so our 
industrial masters .ire careful that the 
state does not eng.ige the army of the 
unemployed ii* such ^a't enterprise^ 
as building magnificent roadfi. re¬ 
claiming marsh land^. reforesting de¬ 
nuded areas and digging needed 
canals. 

The farmers arc too poor to con¬ 
duct these operatinus on ,i grand 
scale, not b< cause they do not work 
hard enougl!. nor because (heir land.* 


are not sufneientiy fertile, but because 
the railroads, the trusts and the com¬ 
mission houses rob them through ex¬ 
cessive charges of the values they 
produce. 

The same people who rob the farro* 
ert are robbing the wage-earners. 
The same people who stand bctweeir 
the farmers and magnificent roads 
stand between the p;'otetari.it and 
steady employment. Our common 
en^rilySs ihe capitalist class. 

What Shauld Be Done? 

What, then, it to he done about it? 
The thing to Iw done, of course. i» 
to stop the robhery. 

Ill order lo stop the robbery we 
must get control of the industries. 

In order to get control of tiie in- 
du.stries we must get control of the 
government. 

In order to gel control of the gov¬ 
ernment we must organize into a 
iioliiicai party of our own. 

The farmers want good roads. The 
'vagc-c.irncrs want work. They both 
want freedom from exploitation 
They must therefore unite at the 
ballot box jor the attainment of their 
common tiuls. 

The Socialist party is the only 
p.iriy that stands unequivocally for 
the wealth producers. It is therefore 
the only party that merits support.
